It spans over 38 km in length and 
19 km at its widest point.

Tioman is the largest and 
most developed of the 
volcanic islands that form the 
Tioman Marine Park. Other 
islands within the area are 
Tulai, Chebeh, Sepoi, Labas, 
Sembilang, Seri Buat, Tokong 
Bahara and Jahat 


The cluster of islands was 
gazetted as a Marine Park in 


1995 to protect its precious 


marine resources. Tioman's 
waters are home toa 
splendid array of marine life 
such as barracudas, 
Napoleon fish, turtles, 
stingrays, murray eels, 
golden striped trevally, 
bumphead parrotfish and 
shoals of fusiliers. 


Its dense coral gardens 
include colourful gorgonian 
sea fans, staghorn corals, 
nudibranchs and beautifully 


sculptured sea sponges. 


The Marine Park Centre is 
located in Tekek and is well- 
equipped with facilities such 
as an exhibition hall, 
laboratory, camp sites, 


gazebos and barbecue pits. 





As a protected area, only 
activities that do not harm or 
destroy marine life such as 
snorkelling, scuba diving, 
swimming and underwater 
photography are permitted 
Coral and shellfish gathering 
as well as other damaging 


activities are strictly forbidden

Tioman's fringing reefs are a 
riveting discovery. Gently 
sloping to the sea, the sites 
are perfect to explore hard 
and soft corals as well as 
multi-hued seafans. The 
submerged reefs, especially 
around the smaller islands 
abound with corals in a riot 
of colours. They are popular 
among advanced divers as 
the currents attract large 
pelagic species. Night dives 
can be arranged to witness 
the splendid display of 
nocturnal marine life. 





Dive sites such as Chebeh 
and Magicienne Rock are 
well-known for occasional 
sightings of huge manta 
rays, whale sharks, black tip 
reef sharks, great barracuda 
and turtles. Lucky divers may 
even spot a Seacow or 
Dugong, a rare marine 
mammal further south of 
the archipelago. 


The seabed around Tioman 
holds many secrets and 
mysteries. It is the final 
resting place for numerous 
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Tioman has one of the last 
untouched dipterocarp 
forests in the South China 
Sea. The abundant sunshine 
and rain creates a luxuriant 
setting of tropical trees, 
sprinkled with an assortment 


of ferns and flowers. 


The lush greenery is home to 
a wide range of wildlife 
including protected species 


such as mousedeer, 


binturong, long-tailed 
macaque, slow loris, black 
giant squirrel and brush- 
tailed porcupine. There are 
no large mammal predators 
on the island. The ecological 
galore also includes an 
interesting array of reptiles 
and amphibians such as 
frogs, lizards, geckos, skinks, 
snakes and monitor lizards. 
Trekking is an excellent way 


to enjoy the sights and 
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sounds of the forest while 
breathing in the fresh, cool 
air. There are several trek 
routes in Tioman. Among
